Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 1-13, listed on the preliminary amendment have been 
renumbered 14-26, respectively. Please note that the amendment instructed the office to 
cancel the previous claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 14-17, 20 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Nakazawa et al. (Pat. No. 5,216,306). 

The patent to Nakazawa et al. shows a metal magnet mount (12) having retaining means 
(12e) for retaining magnet (6) to the mount. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 18, 19, and 21-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Nakazawa et al. 

The shape of the mount is considered to be one of engineering choice having no 
patentable significance. As to claims 18, and 21-23, the magnet is not part of the claimed 
combination, and consequently no patentable significance is given to the process of 
making said magnet; further, the retaining means of Nakazawa et al. is capable to be used 
in notches. As to claims 25 and 26, a magnet can be secure in the mount of Nakazawa et 
al. following the recited method. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Nilsson (4,423,345), Gonzalez (4,564,894), Stokes (4,625,392) 
and Okada et al. (5,399,929) show magnet mounts.
